Case of St. 
Joseph and German 


Baptist Church. 


The opinion of the supreme court in 
the German Baptist church case was 
received this morning, 
it is a very 
lengthy document, consisting of seven 
pages of 
typewritten 
matter. 
The 
opinion is written by Judge L :ng and 
concurred in by the full bcncb. 
After 
stating the facts of the ease anti the 
charge of the circuit judge the opinion 
proceeds as follows: 


“ Couns îl excepted to tho refusal of 
the court to give the rcijuests asked, 
and to tho charge as given. 


Counsel for plaintiir asked the court 
to charge the jury that: 
“ If you lind 
that the trustees of the First German 
Baptist chiuvîh recognized that the 
plaintitT was the owner of the lot in 
question in the spring of LSSl, and re­ 
quested permission of the council of St. 
Joseph to remove their old church 
iDuilding upon this lot for t nioorary 
purposes, and that such permission was 
granted by the council, and thatactifg 
under that permission solely the church 
people moved on said lot, then 1 charge 
you that plaintilT is entitled to re­ 
cover. 


Counsel 
also 
asked the court to 
charge: 
“ It matters not what may 
have been in the minds of the church 
people, if they did obtain permission 
of the council, before tlieir püsses^ion 
would conimenee to V)e advei>u they 
must notify t!ie landlord of such hos­ 
tility.” 
The courL in refusing this re- 
queso stated to the jury: 
“ I don’t 
understand it is nece.>isary in cases of 
this kind that any written notice miHt 
be given the party that gave t!ie per­ 
mission 
The adverse* possession may 
be shown by prtiof of facts: notorious 
j)ossession, e.xciusive. inaklng improve­ 
ments and all those things 
li is not 
neccssary to prove any direct verbal 
notice. 
S ill it is nee 'ssary that the 
defendant shall show by a preponder­ 
ance of evidence that there wi're acts,
